SCABIES  ORDER q  1941 

A  few  instances  have  been  observed  of  ships  crews  being 
affected  with  Scabies.  Instructions  on  methods  of  control  have 
been  given  when  required.  Hospital  treatment  has  been  arranged 
in  two  instances.

Two 
dead  rats  were  found  on  the  vessel  after  poison  baits  had  been 
laid .
